A. marked feature of trade, this Fall, is the in- 
crease of Southern buyers and the demand very 
generally among them.for first-class goods. In 
nearly every branch of business this increase is 
notaceable, and is a cliéering index of the recu- 
perative process going on in the Southern 
States. The clothing business here is beginning 
to be affected by Western competition, and the 
general opinion is that the trade with New-York 
in this particular line reached ite acme in 1868. 

DRY GOODS. 

The trade this year commenced somewhat late, 
owing to the tendency, more and more percepti- 
ble every year, to delay obtaining supplies until 

are actually wanted, and this is encouraged 
‘imereased. facilities of transportation. The 
South and Southwest were first in market, and 
they were the most important purchasers, due to 
the large compensation obtained for the cotton 
crop which, this year, was received by the 


large advance. The South was bare of goods, 
and were liberal purchasers, not, however, on a 
scale that partook in the least of speculation.

Many dealers suppose that the relaxation which 
is now going on, in the recent severe demand for 
money in Wall-street to carry stocks at high 
prices, will have the effect ultimately to make 
the trade of the season active. 
BOOTS AND SHOES. 

The number of buyersin this branch of trade 
is unusually large, especially from the South and 
West. The number of bome buyers is about the 
same as last year. About four weeks ago the 
rush hither of Southern and Western merchants 
began, and it very soon became patent to promi- 
nent wholesalers in the City that the trade for 
this season promised to be more than usually 
brisk: and at this writing it is much better than

HATS AND CAPS. 
Until quite lately this trade has been remark- 


which. affecta the trade with the West in respect 
to clothing may be assigned as a reason for the 
decadence of the hat business in that direction. 
Western houses have begun to manufacture on 
their own account, and to supply the home de- 
mand in their various localities, whereas nearly 
all these orders were formerly filled in New- 
York. Avery fair business is now-: being done, 
however, in felta—both wool and fur—and the 
orders for silks are increasing. The great im- 
petus given to the business, lately, was from the 
California dealers, who, rather unexpectedly, 
threw heavy orders on the market, and caused a 
revival in the manufacture of felts, which had 
been almost entirely suspended. The home de- 
mand for silks and for ladies’ fancy felt..hate in- 
creased, also, about the same time. The demand 
for the latter is owing to the fiat prononeé 
Fashion, that they were to be the style for 


Fe 


minds of manufacturers, who were fearful 
(as was at one time threatened) some 
material only would be considered en regle 
ladies’ wear. Prices are slightly in advance 
last year, especially as regards silks, and it 
expected that they will hold to present figures, 
especially for first-class goods. The Southern 
demand is much greater than last year, and is 
mostly for felts; orders for silks being main 
confined to the large cities of 
South, while wool and fur hats are 
erally worn in. the. lesser towns and in 
the agricultural districts. The home demand 
is greater than it was last Fall; but the increase 
of manufactories has created a competition that 
prevents any material rise of prices. The de- 
mand for ladies’ furs this Wimter promises to be 


good. 
HARDWARE. 

As appears to be generally the case with other 
branches of trade, the Southern demand is great- 
er in this. line than 16 has been during any sea- 
son since the close of the war. The trade with 
the West, on the contrafy, is not equal to that of 
last year. Prices range about the same as in 
1968. The low charges for freightage have 
brought in from the Weet numerous orders that 
would not otherwise have been received. The 
home demand is very good, and in iteelfie suffi- 
cient to keep dealers busy, This remark is ap- 
plicable especially to builders’ hardware. A 
good share of these goods go also to the West, 
but the Southern demand is limited. As respects 
agricultural implements, however, the case ip 
exactly reversed. Shipments are made to the 
South in large numbers, and the best improved 
manufactures are beginning to find a ready mar- 
ket in the Southern States. At the same time a 
fair demand for agricultural implements is kept 
up from the West, but, proportionably, it ie not 
80 greatas that which comes from the South. 
Heretofore it was thought that the commonest 
and most old-fashioned goods were good enough 
for the negroes to-use, but under the new system 
of labor which obtains there, the negroes 
have taken to buying their own tools, and inva- 
tiably require to be- provided with  first- 
class goods. Prices bid fair to continue through 
the season without any material change. A new
